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Budget inflicts ‘serious damage’ on B.C. universities 


The budget introduced by the provincial 
government March 14 is “very damag¬ 
ing for B.C/s universities”, according to 
UVic President Dr. Howard Fetch. 

A disappointed Fetch said this week 
that the only thing known for certain is 
that the three universities will receive a 
cut of $14 million or five per cent in the 
combined operating grant for the 1985-86 
fiscal year which begins April 1. 

If the five-per-cent cut is passed on to 
each university equally by the Universi¬ 
ties Council of B.C., as expected, there is 
no doubt that some jobs will have to be 
cut on campus in the coming year, said 
Fetch. 

“We have cut back on the salary com¬ 
ponent of our budget through encourag¬ 
ing early retirements and by leaving 
positions vacant when people leave, but 
we have not reduced the salary compo¬ 
nent enough to prevent further reduc¬ 
tions in staff,” he said. 

Fetch pointed out that 86 per cent of 


the operating budget is made up of salar¬ 
ies and there is little room for cuts in the 
remaining 14 per cent. 

“We can get through another year 
without eliminating whole faculties, but 
over the next 18 months there will be 
major damage to the university system,” 
he said. 

“We are going to suffer serious losses 
of our best people who will finally decide 
to leave the province for other opportuni¬ 
ties. Even if the trend of cutting back 
funds within the next year or so is rev¬ 
ersed, it will take at least a decade to 
make up for the loss of good people.” 

Fetch said the university system is 
now considered a “dinosaur” in the 
international academic community. 
“Word in academia travels quickly. Every¬ 
one knows about our problems. Our 
best people are getting offers and we are 
now abje to^recruit only junior people 
who have trouble finding university 
jobs.” 


The provincial government, while cut¬ 
ting the operating grant to universities 
by $14 million, has also included a $14 
million item called a University Adjust¬ 
ment Frogram, which the budget speech 
indicated would be used to assist in pro¬ 
gram adjustments within and between 
the universities. 

Fetch pointed out that this $14 million 
is not part of the operating grant and 
appears to be a one-time allocation 
which will not help universities in plan¬ 
ning their 1985-86 operating budget. 

“We have no guarantee that we will 
ever see any of that money,” he 
explained. “Even if it does materialize, it 
may all go into severance payments. We 
have to go ahead with plans to reduce 
our operating budget. We can offset 
somewhat the cut in our operating grant 
only by raising tuition fees.” 

Fetch said that because of the uncer¬ 
tainties surrounding the 1985-86 operat¬ 
ing grant, it may be June before he has 


an operating budget proposal to present 
to the'Board of Governors. 

“We don’t have anything in place 
right now because recently there were 
rumors that the cuts might not be so bad 
for 1985-86,” said Fetch. “Right up until 
the last moment there were indications 
that we might even get a small increase 
in funding.” 

Fetch said a great deal of preliminary 
work has been done on the budget and 
“we’ll have to go to work now to make the 
necessary cuts, based on a five-per-cent 
decrease in funding. 

“The government told us two years 
ago to expect cuts of five per cent each 
year for the next three years. They’ve 
made the cuts for two years in a row and 
there is no reason to expect that they 
won’t cut another five per cent for 1986- 
87, even if it does mean major damage to 
the university system.” 


Dean accuses government of not honoring commitment 



Dr. Len Bruton, Dean of Engineering for less than 
two years, has resigned effective June 30, 1985, 
accusing the provincial government of not honoring 
a commitment to fund engineering at UVic with spe¬ 
cial start-up funds. 

“The provincial government is determined to force 
the university to reallocate internal funds for engi¬ 
neering,” Bruton told a large press gathering at a 
news conference on campus March 19. 

“The university is equally determined that it will 
not be forced into the reallocation of internal funds 
for engineering by a government that will not honor 
its earlier commitments to fund engineering by 
means of separate start-up funds. 

“The Faculty of Engineering has been caught in 
the middle of the political standoff. I hope that my 
resignation will send a clear signal to the provincial 
government that it is completely mishandling its 
relationships with its universities.” 

Bruton leaves UVic to take up the position of Dean 
of Engineering at the University of Calgary. 

“The fundamental reason for my decision is that I 
cannot build a world-class Faculty of Engineering at 
the University of Victoria under the prevailing fiscal 
circumstances,” said Bruton. “In this fiscal year 
(1984-85) the university only received half of the 
approved start-up funds for engineering and has no 
assurance that promised funds will be forthcoming 
for the fiscal year commencing April 1, 1985.” 

Bruton said a letter from Dr. Fatrick McGeer, Min¬ 
ister of Universities, Science and Communications in 
Feb. 8, 1983, committed special start-up funds for 
engineering at UVic until 1988-89. 

In December of 1984, the Ministry sent a second 
letter that reversed its earlier commitment for special 
start-up funds. As a result, UVic has only received 
$750,000 for engineering in 1984-85 instead of a prom¬ 
ised $1.5 million and has no indication that the $2.7 
million promised for 1985-86 will be forthcoming. 

Bruton said*"that when he attempts to recruit 
faculty members, they ask if the commitment of the 
government to the program is being honored. “I have 
to tell them that the commitment is not really there 
and we are still waiting to find out how our budget is 


for next year. I can’t, in good conscience, persuade a 
person to come here under these circumstances.” 

Bruton said he was philosophical rather than bit¬ 
ter on leaving the university where he had such high 
hopes for developing a world-class Faculty. “I knew 
what I was getting into when I came here. Our origi¬ 
nal plans were for a 200,000-square-foot building and 
1,000 students. Those plans collapsed, because of the 
difficult economic times, and I completely under¬ 
stood that collapse. 

“We worked out a much more modest phased-in 
engineering program and the first phase was under¬ 
way on the basis of the funding commitment from the 
provincial government.

Bruton said it is clear that the Ministry of Universi¬ 
ties, Science and Communications wants the engi¬ 
neering program at UVic to go ahead and that the 
university also wants it but not at the expense of 
existing university programs. 

He said UVic has been very supportive of engineer¬ 
ing. “The academic environment at UVic is truly 
outstanding and I have no quarrel at all with this 
university.” 

UVic Fresident Dr. Howard Fetch said he sympa¬ 
thized with Bruton’s situation and regretted losing a 
dean and scientist of such a high calibre. 

In accepting the deanship at Calgary, Bruton 
returns to the university he left to come to UVic. 
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Students say ‘no’ to suicide piiis

iJVic students have rejected a proposal 
to ask Health Services to stockpile sui¬ 
cide pills for the optional use of students 
in the event of a nuclear war. 

In the Alma Mater Society elections 
which ended March 15, the stocking of 
suicide pills was one of three questions 
put to the student voters. 

Asked if they were in favor of such a 
proposal, 1,168 students answered “no” 
while 618 students voted “yes”. 

Students also rejected funding for an 
autonomous Martlet newspaper by a 
vote of 983 to 830 and approved an 
increase of 25 cents per student per term 
to sponsor a United Nations student 
refugee through the World University 
Service of Canada. 

Re-elected by acclamation as AMS 
president is Rosemin Keshvani. Other 
executives elected are Cathy Novak as 
vice-president services, AMir Namdiri 
as vice-president finance and Barry 
Link as vice-president academic. There 
were also 10 directors elected, with 
recounts in several elections scheduled 
for March 28. 


Those amazing Vikings! 


Those remarkable UVic Vikings have 
captured their sixth straight Canadian 
Interuniversity Athletic Union (CIAU) 
basketball championship, and this time 
they did it the hard way. 

Down by 21 points in the CIAU semi¬ 
finals March 14, the Vikings stormed 
back in the second half to defeat the Uni¬ 
versity of Manitoba Bisons 79-70 in over¬ 
time, then defeated the University of 
Waterloo Warriors 93-79 in the finals. 

The coach for those six CIAU cham¬ 
pionships has been Ken Shields, and the 
latest triumph. March 16 in Halifax was 
something special. He won with a team 
that had lost four starters including 
Olympic stars Eli Pasquale and Greg 
Wiltjer and he won with a team that 
most experts believed could not win. 

“At half-time in the semi-final against 
Manitoba, we were down so deep that 
everyone in the building counted us 
out,” said Shields. “The team showed 
tremendous heart and toughness and 
I'm very proud of all of them.” 

Shields said the Vikings were incon¬ 
sistent all season. “There were a lot of 
new people in our program who didn't 
have the Viking work ethic that we 
have.” 

UVic finished second in the Canada 
West University Athletic Association 
(CWUAA) to the University of Leth¬ 
bridge and lost in the CWUAA finals to 
the University of Alberta. They earned 
their way to the CIAU finals, however, 
by winning two games in the regional 
finals, played in Victoria. 

Then before more than 5,000 hostile 
fans in Halifax, they kept alive the long¬ 
est championship reign in Canadian 
men's university basketball. 

For seven-foot-centre Cord Clemens, 
the CIAU finals were a vindication. He 
was named the most valuable player in 
both the semi-final and final of the tour- 
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nament. He scored 32 points in the final 
against Waterloo and was the dominant 
player in the game. 

The Warriors' Peter Savich, selected 
the CIAU player of the year, matched 
Clemens' 32-point total. 

For Viking Phil Ohl, the champion¬ 
ship climaxed a satisf 3 dng final year. He 
was selected the tournament's most val¬ 
uable player. In the final, the Vikings 
got double-digit scoring from five play¬ 
ers. Ohl netted 13 points while Dave 
Sheehan had 12 and Lloyd Scrubb 
scored 11. Graham Taylor who had 15 
points in the semi-final scored 10 in the 
final, as did Jamie Newman. 

“All the guys did the job,” said 
Shields. 

At the end of another winning season, 
there is one statistic that is most discou¬ 
raging to other Canadian university 
basketball teams. The Vikings lose only 
one player, Phil Ohl, through gradua¬ 
tion. The 1985-86 edition of the Vikings 
is likely to be even better.

Vinay honored 


Prof. Jean-Paul Vinay, former 
Dean of Arts and Science who 
retired from UVic in 1976, has 
twice been honored recently. 

Vinay has been given an honor¬ 
ary membership in the Linguistic 
Society of America which rarely 
extends such an honor to lingu¬ 
ists outside the United States. He 
has also been chosen to receive an 
honorary Doctor of Laws degree 
at the 1985 Spring Convocation 
at Concordia University in 
Montreal. 

Vinay, Emeritus Professor of 
Linguistics at UVic, is the 
founder of the first Department of 
Linguistics in Canada at the Uni¬ 
versity of Montreal in 1947. He is 


known internationally for his 
work in stylistics and lexicology 
and for his publications, diction¬ 
aries and grammars in this field. 
He is former president of the Can¬ 
adian Linguistic Association and 
former editor of the Canadian 
Journal of Linguistics. 

Vinay is the first Canadian 
to receive an honorary mem¬ 
bership in the Linguistic 
Society of America. 

His honorary degree at 
Concordia will be conferred 
on June. 16. Vinay has also 
received an honorary degree 
from the University of 
Ottawa. 


UVic Orchestra and Chorus 
celebrate Bach’s birthday 


Musicians around the world are cele¬ 
brating the 300th birthday of master 
composer, Johann Sebastian Bach, who 
was bom on March 21, 1685. 

The UVic School of Music's contribu¬ 
tion to the festivities takes place March 
30, with the presentation by the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria Chorus and Orcllestra, 
George Corwin conducting, of a work 
considered to be one of the sublime artis¬ 
tic creations in the field of music, the 
Mass in B minor. 

Of the work, Leopold Stokowski has 
written, “The Mass in B minor is 
planned on a vast scale, and the texture 
of the music is complex and highly con¬ 
centrated, revealing a slow and rich out- 
welling of his inspiration ... It has 
cosmic vastness of expression and con¬ 
sciousness ... there is blazing jubilation 
like radiant sunlight. It is as if all 
nature, man, the planets, the whole uni¬ 
verse were singing together ...” 

Bach wrote the first two parts of the 


Mass in 1733 when seeking the title of 
Court Composer to Augustus III of Sax¬ 
ony and completed the work five years 
later, using materials he had developed 
in earlier pieces. He never heard his mas¬ 
terpiece performed. The premiere took 
place almost a century after his death. 

Soloists appearing with the Orchestra 
and Chorus are Patricia Steinbring 
(soprano), Judith Dowling (mezzo- 
soprano), Diane MacDonald (contralto), 
Robert MacDonald (tenor), and Michael 
B. Eckford (baritone). 

The concert starts at 8 p.m. in the Uni¬ 
versity Centre Auditorium. 

Tickets, at $5 for adults and $3 for stu¬ 
dents, senior citizens and the disabled, 
are available from the box offices at the 
McPherson Playhouse, Hillside Mall, 
University Centre, and the School pf 
Music. Proceeds will benefit a scholar¬ 
ship in Music.

Where’s engineering money? 


As of March 20,11 days before the 
beginning of the 1985-86 fiscal 
year, UVic still has no informa¬ 
tion on whether engineering is 
being funded or what the provin¬ 
cial grant will be. 

The Faculty of Engineering at 
UVic has been given an operat¬ 
ing grant for the past two years 
separate from the general univer¬ 
sities operating grant. 

The operating grant for engi¬ 


neering has been listed in the past 
as a line budget item under 
“Grants Other”, but UVic offi¬ 
cials have been unable to get any 
information on precise funding 
for engineering for 1985-86. 

“Right now it's a wait-and-hope 
situation,” said UVic President 
Dr. Howard Petch this week. 
“Ministry officials tell me they 
have no information on 
engineering.” 


Situation ‘intolerable’ 
says association head 


Faculty Association President Dr. Bill 
Pfaffenberger (Mathematics) says a 
five-per-cent cut in operating grants to 
B.C. universities is “indefensible” in the 
light of the increase in funds for higher 
education in B.C. from the federal 
government. 

“The federal government is now pay¬ 
ing 98 per cent of the cost of higher edu¬ 
cation in B.C.,” said Pfaffenberger. 

Pfaffenberger explained that the fed¬ 
eral government has designated $518 
million in transfer funds to the province 
for post-secondary education. In the 
March 8 budget brought down by the 
provincial government, $529 million is 
allocated for post-secondary education. 

“The province took a $36 million 
increase in federal funds for higher edu¬ 
cation in 1984-85 and put it into general 
revenues while handing the universities 
a five-per-cent cut in general operating 
grants,” said Pfaffenberger. 

“For 1985-86 the province has cut 
grants for post-secondary education by 
$31 million in spite of the increase in 


federal funds. Thi^ situation is 
intolerable.” 

According to a report commissioned 
by the federal government a year ago, 
the federal percentage of funding for 
post-secondary education in B.C. is even 
higher than that described by 
Pfaffenberger. 

A1 Johnson, former president of the 
CBC, asked by the federal government 
to report on federal funding of post¬ 
secondary education, says that in 1984- 
85 the province of B.C. made a profit of 
$20 million on post-secondary funding. 

Johnson said federal transfer funds to 
B.C. were $482 million and B.C. spent 
$462 million on colleges and universi¬ 
ties, resulting in a federal percentage of 
funding of 104 per cent. 

Pfaffenberger said the percentage dif¬ 
ferences is likely accounted for because 
there are things in the B.C. budget for 
post-secondary education that the fed¬ 
eral government considers are not for 
colleges and universities.

Two UVic sports scientists are design¬ 
ing a rigorous training program compar¬ 
able to that of Olympian athletes, for the 
crew of Canada 1. 

The Canada 1 Syndicate, with head¬ 
quarters in Victoria, is preparing a boat 
and crew to mount a challenge for the 
America’s Cup, the most prestigious 
sailing prize in the world. 

Details of the project, completely 
funded by Canada 1, were announced at 
a press conference at UVic March 19. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Fetch said 
he was “delighted that UVic sports 
scientists could make a substantial con¬ 
tribution toward the success of the Can¬ 
ada 1 project.” 

Dr. David Docherty and Dr. Howard 
Wenger of UVic’s School of Physical 
Education will test the crew members 
and set up and monitor a dryland train¬ 
ing program that they promise will be 
“onerous”. Both scientists have exten¬ 
sive experience in fitness.evaluation and 
development of training programs for 
elite athletes. This will be the first time 
that such an intensive program has 
been developed for a competitive sailing 
crew. 

“We are convinced that crew condi¬ 
tioning is a key element and we are put¬ 
ting ourselves completely in the hands 
of the experts,” said Perry Connolly, 
Operations Manager for Canada 1. “We 


are just delighted that we have found 
this kind of expertise in Victoria.” 

Connolly said the Canada 1 group 
became convinced that such a program 
was needed because of the characteris¬ 
tics of the race course off Perth, Austra¬ 
lia, and the gruelling schedule the 
challengers must face. 

To reach the final, the Canadians 
must compete with up to 16 challengers 
for the right to race against the Austral¬ 
ians who won the cup from the United 
States in 1983. Beginning in October of 
1986, the Canadian crew will have at 
least 40 races within three months, each 
race lasting four-and-a-half to five 
hours. 

Connolly said the new race course off 
Perth will place greater emphasis on 
crew conditioning than the^jcoui^se off 
Newport, Rhode Island, \yh^re Canada 1 
raced in 1983. “The ne\^ course is such 
that, at times, the ability to stay on the 
boat becomes an act of great physical 
strength.” 

The Canadian boat will have 11 crew 
members but up to 25 people will be 
invited, in stages, to participate in the 
training program. The Canada 1 Syndi¬ 
cate plans to have a second boat in the 
water by the Spring of 1986 and a series 
of races between the Canada 1 boat and 
the new boat will be held. 

Prospective crew members will live in 


the water beginning in April of this year. 

Docherty and Wenger admit they were 
rather unsure when first approached 
with the idea of designing a fitness pro¬ 
gram for sailors. “Like most people, I 
saw sailing as a recreational endeavor,” 
said Wenger. “Since looking at video¬ 
tapes and going out on the Canada 1 and 
performing some of the tasks that the 
crew must perform, I now realize^ that 
sailors dedicated to winning in a highly 
competitive setting must have 
extremely high levels of fitness.” 

Wenger has worked on fitness pro¬ 
grams and evaluation for the gold- 
medal-winning Canadian Olympic 
rowers, for Olympic hockey and soccer 
teams and, prior to coming to Victoria, 
for the Edmonton Oilers hockey team. 
He has helped UVic running coach Ron 
Bowker in evaluating and developing a 
fitness program for runner Debbie Scott, 
winner of the world indoor 3,000-metre 
championship in Paris, France, earlier 
this year and designed fitness programs 
for pther elite individual athletes. 

For the past nine years Wenger has 
received substantial research grants 
from the Natural Science and Engineer¬ 
ing Research Council (NSERC) to study 
the specificity of training programs on 
performance. He is in charge of the Sport 
and Fitness Centre at UVic. 

Docherty, director of the School of 
Physical Education, said the school has 
established a good reputation in fitness 
evaluation and prescription and pro¬ 
vides services to all levels of the com¬ 
munity from individuals interested in 
health-related fitness to the elite athlete. 

In the past Docherty and his col¬ 
leagues have been involved in fitness 
evaluation for police emergency 
response teams and firemen and tested 
government and private employees for 
job-related fitness assessments. He 
developed a fitness training program for 
the Canadian Rugby Team in prepara¬ 
tion for their, tour to Australia in May. 

“The training of elite athletes has 
become a science,” said Docherty. 
“Since there is no data on fitness pro¬ 
grams for competitive sailors, the fit¬ 
ness assessment, development and 
training will be a unique challenge. The 
research findings should be of interest to 
the sailing community and other sports 
in which competition has to be sustained 
for long periods of time.” 

Docherty and Wenger point out th^t 
right now there is not even any data on 
the physical and physiological charac-

teristics of an America’s Cup sailor. 

“We do know that the crew must be 
superb physical athletes because of the 
nature of the challenge,” said Wenger. 
“At least six of the crew members may 
become athletes first and sailors second. 
They will need to make a strong commit¬ 
ment to physically preparing them¬ 
selves. Those six positions require very 
high levels of strength, endurance and 
power.” 

Through a time-motion analysis dur¬ 
ing racing conditions, Docherty and 
Wenger intend to identify the various 
tasks the crew members must perform 
and the physical demands of these 
tasks. This information will be used in 
the design of the lab assessment and 
training programs. 

Much of the dryland training will be 
done at or around UVic, with Docherty 
and Wenger designing the program and 
monitoring the athletes’ progress. 

Along with dryland training, these 
athletes will also be on the water every 
day, honing their sailing skills, ^e 
Canada 1 group will handle the sailing. 

“It will be a very rigorous and chal¬ 
lenging program for these athletes,” 
said Docherty. “They will be facing very 
physically demanding conditions and 
racing schedule when they reach Perth.” 


Summer campus jobs funded 

There will be money to hire at least 250 students in discipline-related jobs 
this summer, but faculty members must get projects in to Ted Sawchuck 
very quickly. 

The deadline for projects involving summer work for students is March 
27. 

Sawchuck, director of Student and Ancillary Services, regrets the short 
notice, but only just received notice himself about the amalgamation of 
all summer employment programs of both the provincial and federal 
governments into one program for the summer of 1985. 

Challenge ^85, the new program, replaces the provincial Youth Employ¬ 
ment Program and all federal programs such as Summer Canada and 
Career Access. 

Sawchuck said he would find out at a meeting today just how much 
money will be available to UVic but he has been assured that the amal¬ 
gamated program will provide at least as many jobs as were funded by 
the provincial and federal government for the summer of 1984. 

In 1984, there were 260 students hired in discipline-related projects at 
UVic. 

The wage is the minimum $3.65 an hour based on a 40-hour week, with 
projects created to last from six to 18 weeks. “I am disappointed at the 
wage being offered and I hope departments will consider topping off 
these wages where they can,” he said. 

“I am pleased that at least there will be good opportunities for students 
to get into discipline-related jobs. I believe strongly that the benefits to. 
the students and the university of these jobs are great.” 

Sawchuck said projects submitted by faculty members will be priorized 
by department chairmen and go through the normal process of review 
and adjudication. 4 ects selected for the sunimer work program 

will be posted in the Canaaa Emplo 3 mient Centre on campus. 


Former Eton Head Master 
gives Lansdowne lecture 


Mr. Michael McCrum, Master of Corpus 
Christi College at Cambridge University 
and a former Head Master of Eton, will 
present a free public lecture March 27 at 
UVic. 

His lecture begins at 8 p.m. in Room 
144 of the MacLaurin Building and is 
titled “Elitism, Egalitarianism and 
Excellence.” 

McCrum, who will be visiting UVic for 
a week as a distinguished Lansdowne 
Scholar, was Head Master of Eton, the 
most famous private school in the world, 
from 1970 to 1980. 

Dr. Christopher Hodgkinson, profes¬ 
sor of Education Administration in the 
Faculty of Education at UVic and a 
former Visiting Professor and Fellow at 
Cambridge, said McCrum’s Lansdowne 
lecture should be of interest to educators 
and parents. 

“He will be addressing a topic of great 
concern to all advanced nations, namely 
how best to deal with the academic and 
artistic talents of youth. Coming from 
the very heart of the elite estalishment of 
Great Britain, he should have some 
interesting things to say,” said 
Hodgkinson. 

Hodgkinson said the whole question of 


elitism is one that should be seriously 
examined because it may be a question 
of national competitive survival. “Today 
in our country there is a debate about 
private and public education. Is talent 
best served by our present educational 
system or is that syste^ failing to serve 
talented youth?”

UVic has conserved energy at a dra¬ 
matic rate over the past 10 years, accord¬ 
ing to a report from Jim Helme, director 
of Buildings and Grounds. 

The report, presented at the Feb. 18 
meeting of the Board of Governors, 
shows that the rate at which energy has 
been used at UVic has been dropping 
since 1974. 

“The campaign to conserve energy 
dates back to the mid-70s when the price 
of oil went up so much,” explained UVic 
President Dr. Howard Fetch. 

“If we were using energy at the same 
rate in 1984 as we were in 1974, utility 
costs would he $500,000 more than they 
are.”
